Man is released by police 
after 47 days without poo 


He is now in hospital for treatment but has been rearrested on drugs charges

A man who was detained in cus¬ 
tody for 47 days without pooing 
has been released from custody 
and taken to hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

Lamarr Chambers, 24, of Villa 
Road, Brixton, London was arres¬ 
ted on Wednesday, January 17 
after the car he was in was 
stopped in Parsonage Leys, Har¬ 
low and appeared before a court a 
day later after police suspected he 
had swallowed drugs. 


At that hearing, and in several 
other hearings, the court author¬ 
ised the detention of Mr Cham¬ 
bers to enable him to pass the 
drugs police thought were inside 
him. 

But after 47 days in custody, Mr 
Chambers had still not emptied 
his bowels. 

Essex Police confirmed that 
during his time in custody he was 
routinely supplied with food and 
water and received medical visits 
every day. 

Mr Chambers had been charged 
with possession with intent to 


supply Class A drugs and driving 
matters, but the charges have now 
been dropped by the Crown Pro¬ 
secution Service (CPS). 

He was subsequently rearres¬ 
ted on suspicion of being con¬ 
cerned in the supply of a Class A 
drug and was released on bail. 

Treatment 

Since his release from custody, 
he has been taken to hospital for 
treatment. 

Deputy Chief Constable B J Har¬ 
rington said: “Police forces have a 
legal and ethical responsibility 


for the welfare of anyone brought 
in to police custody. Although an 
investigation concerning the sup¬ 
ply of Class A drugs is routine for 
our officers, there have in this 
case been some highly unusual 
circumstances which have attrac¬ 
ted national attention. 

“On the basis of all the medical 
evidence in this case it is most 
appropriate, both in the interests 
of Mr Chambers and of justice, to 
ensure he receives the hospital 
treatment he needs. 

“Where detainees are suspec¬ 
ted of ingesting or concealing 


drugs inside their body, we must 
balance overseeing their welfare 
and ensuring that all evidence is 
captured to ensure the best pos¬ 
sible chance of prosecution. 

Detention 

“In some cases this will involve 
seeking the continued detention 
of a suspect, as authorised by the 
courts, to ensure that drugs are 
passed, retained and tested. That 
evidence will then form the basis 
of subsequent charging decisions 
and court proceedings. 

“Essex Police’s Operation Rap¬ 


tor teams spend every day pro¬ 
actively hunting those involved in 
the supply and sale of drugs on 
our streets. It is a crime that we 
are not prepared to tolerate in this 
county and we will go to every 
length to capture and prosecute 
those responsible. 

“We will also not shy away from 
talking about the unpleasant 
truths that go hand in hand with 
the drug dealing lifestyle, from 
the violence often perpetrated by 
those involved to the expectation 
on dealers to ‘plug’ drugs to avoid 
capture.”

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Tough times including homelessness and Army heartbreak moulded 31-year-old 


Kyle’s long and 
difficult road to 


the boxing ring 
as a pro fighter 


stabbed to death on his front door¬ 
step by two men on Arkwrights in 
Harlow. 

The 19-year-old had been saving 
up money for his father to have 
vital treatment to help with his 
multiple sclerosis before he died 
and had been due to meet up with 
Kyle that night. 

The two perpetrators were con¬ 
victed of manslaughter and 
attempted robbery. 

“I got the phone call,” said Kyle 
recalling that evening. 

“I was supposed to meet up with 
him that night and he never 
turned up. I thought he was just 
having a night in with his girl¬ 
friend but then I got a phone call 
and I was in such shock. 

“He was never getting into 
trouble and it was then I realised 
that I needed to do something 
with my life. 

“That was the turning point.” 

After the shock of losing his 
friend, Kyle turned to the Army. 

He got through all the tests, the 
exams and the training, and even¬ 
tually became a rifleman but - 
after just a year serving - he was 
dealt another blow. 

Kyle developed a severe knee 
injury and was medically dis¬ 
charged. 

“It was a stress fracture in my 
left knee and I didn’t deal with it 
at the time,” he said. 

“It just worsened and worsened 
and eventually a piece of bone 
broke away. 

“It still affects me - if I run a 
long distance then my knee swells 
up. 

“After the Army I got my secur¬ 
ity licence and I achieved that. I 
thought this is what I was sup-

A FORMERLY homeless Harlow 
boxer who took up the sport 
because of bullying has shared his 
story. 

Kyle Sladden, 31, got into the 
sport at the age of eight when his 
grandfather taught him to box so 
he could cope. 

Since then, he has faced home¬ 
lessness, been forced to leave the 
Army due to injury and also 
grieved for a friend who was 
stabbed to death. 

“The bullying was going for a 
few years. I was struggling with 
my confidence and I was scared to 
defend myself,” said Kyle. 

“I was scared to go back to 
school and it was my grandad that 
said you need to get something 
about yourself, because you have 
nothing to worry about. 

“I used to go round to his every 
day, sparring in the garden and he 
taught me to box. He was a 
massive influence for me.” 

He soon joined Harlow Ama¬ 
teur Boxing Club at the age of 13, 
where he took himself to another 
level, but a rash decision to leave 
school at 16 meant Kyle’s life 
turned upside down again. 

He wound up homeless for 
around a year and was sofa-surf¬ 
ing to ensure he had a roof over 
his head. 

“I left home and I left school at 
16 because I thought I knew better, 
but I shot myself in the foot,” 
explained Kyle. 

“I had a girlfriend that I was 
chasing around and a group of 
friends that weren’t achieving 
anything. 



The death of his friend proved 
to be a trigger for Kyle Sladden 
to change his life 


“They went around the streets 
doing all sorts of stuff - selling 
weed and getting into fights. 

“I ended up talking to Nacro (a 
housing project for young people) 
and they re-housed me in a bed¬ 
room in a house with people 
under the same pressures as 
myself. 

“It was in Loughton, and I was 
there for a year, but I was still 
coming down to Harlow and 
hanging out with my friends.” 

After finally securing a roof 
over his head, Kyle set about 
doing odd jobs to make himself 
some money. However, one tragic 
incident in March 2006 left him in 
a state of shock. 

His friend, Frank Empson, was

posed to do now 

“I worked at Victoria’s Secret, 
Abercrombie and Fitch and Hol¬ 
lister - all those sorts of places - 
but it just seemed that I wasn’t 
pushing myself. 

“I couldn’t do this for my whole 
life and I had always been drawn 
to boxing.” 

In an effort to better himself, 
Kyle turned back to the sport he 
had always loved as a kid with the 
ambition of turning profession¬ 


al. 

Since leaving the Army, he has 
become a father to two little boys, 
now aged two and four. 

“They are the drive behind 
everything I do,” said Kyle. 

“I have always done things the 
hard way and I don’t want that for 
my children. 

“I put myself through it so that 
they don’t have to.” 

After several unlicensed fights, 
Kyle’s big opportunity on the pro¬ 


fessional stage has come. 

With the help of Goodwin Box¬ 
ing, and his sponsor J Haley Car¬ 
pentry, he will finally take to the 
stage as a professonal fighter at 
York Hall in Bethnal Green on 
Saturday (March 10). 

Many spectators at the event 
may only see Kyle’s walk from the 
dressing room but, as this story 
shows, his pathway to the ring 
stretches back much further than 
that.

Patients left outraged 

and devastated after 
decision is made to 
shut doctor’s surgery 

down in Potter Street

PATIENTS at a Harlow GP surgery have claimed the 
elderly will suffer after a decision was made to close 
it. 

Osier House surgery, in Potter Street, is set to close 
on April 30 after the company which owns it - The 
Practice Group - requested to end its contract. 

The decision has been met with outrage by 
patients who felt they had been kept in the dark. 

Now, patients registered at Osier House will have 
to move to either Bush Fair or Church Langley 
Practice - the nearest two other surgeries in the 
area. 

Connie Scott registered as a patient at the surgery 
when it was built in 1954, just after the new town was 
built. 

Now 89, Mrs Scott feels that its closure will let

down the community it serves. 

Meanwhile, Ellen Charles, 70, uses the surgery 
regularly because of her a chronic i l l ness. 

She said: “I use it very frequently -1 live just up the 
road and it’s very conveniently. 

“I was devastated when I found out it was closing 
down. 

“I feel bad for the staff as well who are all going to 
be made redundant.” 

Ellen suffers with Chronic Obstructive Pulmon¬ 
ary Disease (COPD) - a disease characterised by 
increasing breathlessness - and says that many 
suffer with a similar thing. 

“I have a car - but there are a lot of elderly people 
and people with similar illnesses who are not so 
lucky. 

“There may well come a time when I will not be 
able to use a car in the future.” 


Friendly 


Ellen has used the GP for 12 years, and believes 
that the personal and friendly nature will be lost 
when she moves on. 

“They know my name in there - you do not just 
become a number with that.” 

Meanwhile, other Potter Street residents believe 
that the other surgeries in the area will be forced to 
take on an influx of patients and face increasing 
pressure. 

Betty Smith, 88, who lives in Jack Stevens Close 
retirement village, used to be a patient at Osier 
House. 

She feels Church Langley, her current practice, 
will bear the brunt of it. 

“You need a doctor that serves the local com¬ 
munity,” she said.

“It does not make sense to get rid of another 
surgery. 

“It will definitely put pressure on other ser¬ 
vices.” 

Sixty-year-old Bryan Manifold explained how out¬ 
raged he was as he stood outside the surgery on 
Monday. 

“We have a large catchment area for this surgery 
so a lot of people will be affected,” Bryan said. 

“I am severely angry about this closure. 

“There are a great amount of elderly and infirmed 
people within this catchment area.” 

Many of the patients at Osier House use the Potter 
Street Pharmacy located next door, and Bryan 
believes that it could struggle once the surgery is 
closed. 

“I believe the pharmacy will close because they are 
reliant on these patients,” he continued. 

Potter Street has stated that it will still be prepared 
to take on all of the patients who are leaving Osier. 

Other patients have cited the lack of information 
provided by the surgery as a reason for their out¬ 
rage. 

Angela Coulson, 70, said: “To just get a letter 
through the door without any other explanation was 
not right. 

“I moved to this area because it was close to the 
shops and surgery - it’ll put a lot of the elderly 
patients out.” 

Devastating 

Meanwhile, Debbie Dalgarno, 57, from Carters 
Mead, said: “It is going to have a devastating effect. 

“I feel sorry for the disabled and elderly - I have 
bronchitis but luckily I have a mobility scooter to 
move about. 

“There is definitely going to be more pressure put 
on the other surgeries because of this. 

“This is a small surgery, but it is vital for the 
community.” 

In response to the public outcry, Harlow Labour 
councillors have also voiced their concerns at the 
closure. 

A spokeswoman for West Essex CCG reiterated the 
decision to close the surgery stemmed from the 
provider of medical services at Osier House serving 
six months’ notice on its contract. 

This was due to it not being “financially viable” for 
it to continue to run such a “small service.” 

“West Essex CCG has responsibility for commis¬ 
sioning services for the local population and has 
considered all of the options available following the 
receipt of the notice period, including finding a new 
provider or allowing the surgery to close,” the 
spokeswoman added. 

“Negotiations took place over a period of three 
months with neighbouring practices to secure anoth¬ 
er practice that would be willing to take respons¬ 
ibility for the surgery, however this proved 
unsuccessful. 

“Whilst neighbouring practices are happy to 
accept and register all new patients who fall within 
their catchment area, running an additional site was 
not feasible. “ 

The CCG took the decision to not seek another 
provider, instead opting to support patients in regis¬ 
tering with another practice nearby. 

This was also done to ensure there was no delay to 
the planned regeneration 
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to end its contract and move those registered to the two nearest other surgeries

End of an era as

Square is finally 
knocked down

JUST over one year on from 
its closure, The Square bid 
farewell to Harlow for the 
final time as it was pulled 
down by developers on 
Thursday (March 1). 

The iconic music venue 
played host to stars from 
across the country, including 
Coldplay, Biffy Clyro and Blur 
- when they were known as 
Seymour in the late 1980s. 

But it wasn’t just music that 
it was known for - comedians 
Eddie Izzard and Essex-born 
Phil Jupitus also played gigs 
there. 

The venue provided a sanc¬ 
tuary for local musicians and 
revellers in Harlow and bey¬ 
ond, pulling in unexpected 
stars from around the globe. 

After battling the impend¬ 
ing development on its site for 
the last decade, The Square 
was finally forced to close in 
January 2017. 

As the last bricks were torn 
down from the iconic venue, 
musicians and entertainment 
acts alike were left to ponder 
what will become of Harlow’s 
cultural heritage after many 
claim it has been wiped away 
for good. 

We spoke to Adam Smith, a 
former co-owner of The 
Square who brought the 
venue from the brink of clos¬ 
ure some ten years previous 
when he and a few fellow 
employees took over control of 
the site from Essex County 
Council in 2008. 

In this exclusive interview, 
Adam explains what The 
Square meant to him. 

For years, The Square star¬ 
ted to become an unwelcome 
place for some of its old reg¬ 
ulars after Essex County 
Council prohibitions on alco¬ 
hol licensing and opening 
times changed the character 


of the club. 

But it was restored to its 
former glory when Adam, 
now 33, took over the club 
with his friends from his time 
at The Square in 2008. 

“We were all employees of 
the club so we formed a part¬ 
nership to keep it going,” 
Adam explains. 

“Everyone who was 
involved were musicians and 
we all had different things we 
could bring to the table. 

Live music back with a bang 
in Harlow one year on from 
closure of The Square 

“My main role was pro¬ 
gramming and booking the 
bands to come and play. 

“At the time we wanted to 
stop it from closing.” 

The group rented the club 
from developer Circle Hous¬ 
ing - now known as Clarion - 
and after selling out on their 
opening night on July 4, 2008, 
the team managed to bring 
back some old faces in the 
process. 

“We hosted people who felt 
they were not welcome 
before. 

Achieved 

“We would have been happy 
with what we achieved just to 
stop it closing at the time.” 

Adam and his team pro¬ 
longed The Square’s life for 
another nine years, before 
eventually closing in January 
2017. 

“We have got over the 
mourning period of it now,” he 
continued. 

“We did not keep it open but 
we were always faced with a 
looming development over it. 

“The day it did close per¬ 
manently was a sad day and 
when the actual building was 
pulled down we were getting 
angry because nothing had 
happened within the year of it 
being closed - there was an 
extra year that we could have 


been open there. 

“We are all proud and 
pleased with what we did 
manage to achieve.” 

Harlow Council rejected the 
initial plans for development 
on the site but the application 
was pushed through on appeal 
soon after. 

So why was The Square so 
important to music acts and 
Harlow residents? 

Originally open in the 
1960s, The Square became the 
bedrock of any up and coming 
band or artist to kick-start 
their careers. 

Coldplay performed on 
stage in 2000, showcasing 
tracks from their debut album 
Parachutes, which included 
songs including Yellow and 
Shiver. 

Going further back, a young 
band who went by the name of 
Seymour were hosted by The 


Square in the late 1980s - they 
would later achieve fame and 
fortune as Britpop sensation 
Blur. 

Adam said: “Coldplay was 
broadcast live on the BBC in 
2000 - we had to use dial up 
internet connection to do it. 

“The club was a place for 
people to start - if you talk to 
anyone in the business 
around the country they 
would know The Square. 

“It would be a regular venue 
on the circuit. 

“We even had bands from 
Europe and the US come over 
to play.” 

Adam thinks that part of 
the reason for its closure was 
because of the shift in the 
music industry. 

“Managers would push 
their bands to do tours before 
they would release an album 
so they would get experience

on a stage - that is what is 
missing now,” he explained. 

Harlow’s thriving comedy 
scene was also centred at the 
nightclub, after comedy 
writer John Mann set up its 
comedy club in the late ‘80s. 

John wrote for both Harry 
Enfield and Lenny Henry in 
the past and The Square has 
hosted acts including Julian 
Clary, Eddie Izzard, and 
Southend-born Phil Jupitus. 

The proximity to London 
was also helpful for the club’s 
pulling factor, as Adam 
revealed that comedians 
would be attracted to the pro¬ 
spect of trying out their 
material in The Square before 
hopping on a train to Liver¬ 
pool Street and playing in 
London. 

Speaking at a Labour cam¬ 
paigning event outside The 
Square in 2015, Eddie Izzard 
said: “It is great to be here. 

“It is great for The Square to 
still be going. 

“I have played some of the 
toughest gigs of my life in here 
where the people of Harlow sat 
there, folded their arms and 
said ‘so you’re from London 
then - so do something then.’ 

“And they waited hours - 
they would applaud a little 
when I came on stage but once 
I was on stage it was silence. 

“But I like that, I respected 
them and I would pummel 
them until they gave me 
laughter - and then I went 
off and played Hollywood 
Bowl.” 


■ WHAT WAS 
THE SQUARE 
LIKE TO GO TO? 

“It was the place to go in 
town,” Adam said. 

“People felt comfortable 
going there. 

“The main reason for going 
there was obviously the live 
music, but almost as a sec¬ 
ondary reason was meeting 
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enjoyed at venue but fear for a future without it 



like-minded people. 

“We rarely had any trouble - 
it was a welcoming environ¬ 
ment and was open to any¬ 
one.” 

And this is a sentiment 
echoed by Harlow-born comedi¬ 
an Clare Harrison McCartney, 
who performed at The Square 
and campaigned to keep it 
open. 

Clare, 44, spent most of her 
younger years at the club. 

She said: “It was an abso¬ 
lutely huge part of the com¬ 
munity. 

“The Square would be where 
we would hang out - it was such 
an amazing community grow¬ 
ing up.” 

After going to university and 
spending years travelling in 
India, Clare was still drawn 
back to Harlow and moved back 
about ten years ago. 

And where was the first place 
she went? The Square. 

“I wondered whether it was 
still there when I came back - 


and it was,” she said. 

“After all of my travelling I 
came back to Harlow about ten 
years ago - the first place I went 
was back to The Square. 

“We were different people 
that went there and it was nice 
to have a place if you felt you did 
not have a place to go and be 
political. 

Great 

“But it was great because you 
would even get people who 
might not be your regular sort 
of person but would really let 
their hair down and have a 
great time.” 

Clare’s campaign proved 
futile in the end, and all she is 
left with is her memories of that 
place. 

“I am lucky that I have had 
my time there - but there are a 
lot of people in their twenties 
who want to play their instru¬ 
ments and have nowhere to go,” 
she continued. 

“I am lucky that I am older 


and have had those days and 
can look back with fond 
memories. 

“I think people used to be 
more welcoming to being cre¬ 
ative. 

“Now they want people to be 
structured and obedient.” 

■ WHAT NOW 
FOR HARLOW? 

Clare remains pessimistic 
about the future of Harlow’s 
music scene. 

“Where are the next up and 
coming artists going to come 
from if they just sit at home and 
play their X-box?” she said. 

“When you meet in one place 
you can bounce ideas off of each 
other. 

“I have been a bit of hermit in 
this last year because Harlow is 
just really boring now.” 

Meanwhile, Adam has 
helped set up Club Foot - a new 
live music event he is trying to 


get off of the ground at Burnt 
Mill Academy after it was 
christened by a performance 
from rock band Kasabian on 
Christian O’Connell’s Break¬ 
fast Show on Absolute Radio 
last year. 

But will it fill the void The 
Square has left? 

“The new venue would mean 
there is now a place for people 
to go and listen to live music,” 
he said. 

“But what we will still be 
missing is pulling in the people 
who want to rock up some¬ 
where to hang out. 

“I would like to think 
something will replace The 
Square but realistically who is 
going to do it? 

“The club came to a natural 
end and the reality is it has 
been closed for a year and noth¬ 
ing has replaced it so far. 

“If it is going to happen it 
needs to be the next generation 
of youngsters who should do 
it.”

Harlow’s a great place to live 
if you commute into London 


Report reveals which are the best-value places for workers to travel to the city

A REPORT has revealed which 
places in Essex are the best value 
for London commuters to live in - 
and Harlow is near the top. 

Data collated by the BBC has 
shown that Chelmsford, Basildon, 
Harlow and Southend all come 
out on top for people renting prop¬ 
erties and buying season travel 
tickets. 

Using figures based on housing 
costs and 2018 season ticket 
prices, the corporation calculated 
where in the South East is the 
most affordable for people com¬ 
muting into the capital. 

The data, provided by 
Hometrack, estimates assumed 
London residents were paying for 
a zone six travel card. 

■ RENTING 

Basildon ranked top out of the 
Essex areas listed, coming second 
out of 18 towns and cities used in 
the comparison. 

A commuter renting a two or 
three bedroom property in the 
town would on average pay 
£11,700 per year. 

Combined with travel costs, 


with a season ticket priced at 
£2,852, a commuter would be a 
total of £14,552. 

Londoners on the other hand 
would have a total annual cost of 
£22,604. 

■ HOME OWNERS 

For people who are in the position 
to buy a two or three bedroom 
property, Basildon was also the 
most affordable town. 

An average repayment mort¬ 
gage for a year, plus travel costs, 
comes to £16,208. 

Harlow wasn’t far behind, 
with an average total cost of 
£16,760. 

Southend and Chelmsford also 
made it into the top ten, with an 
average cost of £17,880 and £19,556 
respectively.

Grisly find sparks 
fears that the Cat 
Killer has struck 
in county again 

THE disturbing discovery of a cat’s dead body in 
Billericay has sparked a police investigation amid 
fears the infamous M25 Cat Killer has returned to 
Essex. 

Police were called after the body was found in 
Western Road, Billericay, on Saturday, at about 
1.50pm. Pet owners are being urged to be vigilant 
and to be aware of where your pets are at night. 

SNARL (South Norwood Animal Rescue and 
Liberty) posted on their Facebook page: “We can 
confirm social media reports that we attended an 
incident in Billericay which occurred on March 3. 
This incident is also being investigated as part of 
the Operation Takahe series. 

“We would like to express our condolences to the 
families and also to the families of victims whom, 
for operational reasons, we have not posted here. 

“Rest in peace little ones.” 

The M25 Cat Killer is thought to have killed, 
dismembered and decapitated hundreds of cats 
across the south of England. Having started in 
Croydon, the killer is thought to be widening the 
area they operate in, including Essex. 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police said: “We were 
contacted just before 1.50pm on Saturday, March 3, 
with report of the body of a cat being found in 
Western Road, Billericay. 

“Officers have passed details of the incident to 
colleagues at the Met in case the incident may be 
linked to an ongoing operation. 

A spokesman for the Met Police said: “Police will 
assess the latest report to see if it is linked to the 
cases already established as part of the ongoing 
investigation led by police in Croydon.

Worrying survey 
of child sadness 

YOUR readers may be 
surprised to learn that a 
recent Barnardo’s survey has 
shown that half of all 
schoolchildren feel sad or 
anxious every week. 

Almost half of children 
aged from 12 to 16 years old 
in England feel sad or 
anxious at least once a week 
with worries about their 
future and school being their 
biggest concerns. 

It is deeply worrying that 
so many children are 
growing up feeling this way 
and that these feelings are 
intensified as they get older. 

Nearly half of 12-year-olds 
in England surveyed (48 per 
cent) felt this way at least 
once a week, with only two 
per cent in this age group 
saying they never had. By the 
age of 16, seven in ten (70 


per cent) report feeling sad 
or anxious at least once a 
week with nearly a quarter 
(22 per cent) having negative 
feelings up to once a day. 

Children cited the main 
causes of stress as being 
school (65 per cent), their 
future (42 per cent), 
problems at home (31 per 
cent), being bullied 25 per 
cent (not including online) 
and weight (26 per cent). 

The results show the 
overwhelming majority of 12 
to 16 year olds in England 
(75 per cent) think it would 
be helpful if they had a 
counsellor or another 
professional at their school 
to talk to when they’re 
feeling down and upset. 

The polling results also 
show that children like to 
speak to a range of people 
when they are feeling 
troubled and call into 
question the Government’s 


Mental Health Green Paper 
proposal to train just one 
senior lead in each school 
about mental health. 

As the UK’s leading 
children’s charity, we 
provided specialised mental 
health and wellbeing support 
to 21,100 children, young 
people, parents and carers 
last year. And we strongly 
believe we need to create a 
culture where everyone has a 
greater understanding of 
what keeps children 
mentally well and when 
professional help is needed. 

We want parents and 
carers to be confident in 
recognising if their children 
are unhappy and teachers 
and other professionals to be 
sufficiently trained, 
adequately resourced and 
available to support them.

ALTHOUGH “high quality” is 
a subjective term, I do 
personally consider “high 
quality journalism” to be a 
force for good - something 
that provokes debate and 
uncovers the truth. A free 


press is essential to a 
democracy; empowering 
journalists to place pressure 
on the important issues is a 
key factor of our nation. 

When one considers the 
impact of journalism around 
the Grenfell Tower disaster, 
it helped to expose the flaws 
in the local council by taking 
stories from the victims and 
pushing for answers. This is 
a great example of high 
quality journalism. 

Unfortunately, this is not 
always the case. 

When the UK’s media is 
effectively run by five 
billionaires (owning 80 per 
cent of the newspapers read 
daily as well as TV networks 
and other media outlets), it 
is very unhealthy. They can 
dictate the bias of the 
newspaper outlet and 
therefore can influence and 
dominate government 


free of any bias 


decisions over the needs of 
the public. 

No wonder there is a 
running joke that the nation 
votes for whom or whatever 
The Sun tells them to vote. 
Examples of this are when it 
backed Tony Blair in 1997, 
then turned “blue” in 2009. 

It also urged its readers to 
vote for Brexit. Funny how 
Rupert Murdoch shared 
these views along with the 
fact that Tories have been 
cutting corporation tax 
whilst the rest of us suffer 
the consequences of 
austerity. 

High quality journalism 
should be free of any bias. 
Opinion articles aside, when 
a journalist is writing an 
article, it should contain a 
balanced reasoning, with 
strong data to support aiding 
its readership to construct 
educated views. 


Journalism is changing 
too. Many local newspapers 
have closed and national 
papers are moving away 
from print to focus online. 
Internet-based media outlets 
such as the Lad Bible Group 
are increasing its reach to 
similar levels as the 
traditional media (in 2016, 
they ranked first in Europe 
for video views, surpassing 
giants like the BBC, Sky and 
Daily Mail). 

This can only lead to 
similar issues as discussed 
above previously. 

High quality journalism is 
definitely a force for good. I 
do hope that the PM’s review 
considers the impact of 
ownership as well as how 
traditional journalism is 
adapting to suit the needs of 
its audience, ensuring “high 
quality journalism” does 
exist.

HARLOW College

After Marilyn was 
diagnosed with endometrial 
cancer in 2014 she took up 
art classes and began a series 
of floral watercolour 
paintings. 

Marilyn decided to turn 
the paintings into a 
collection of notelet cards 
which were sold in aid of the 
hospice, raising over £2,000 
for St Clare. 

Marilyn died at St Clare 


Hospice on September 20, 
2015. 

Marilyn's husband of 46 
years, lohn Taylor, 76, from 
Epping decided to loan 
Marilyn’s paintings to the 
hospice, to be included in 
their art exhibition event. 

lohn said: “When I heard 
that St Clare was putting on 
an art exhibition of patients’ 
art I was very happy to loan 
Marilyn’s paintings to the 
gallery. I just love her 
paintings - so it’s a 
wonderful thing for other 
people to see them. Marilyn 
would have been so pleased. 

“St Clare empowered 
Marilyn to carry on enjoying 
her life, and enjoying her 
painting. 


“It is special for other 
people to now be able to find 
joy in her art too. This will be 
a wonderful way for us to 
give back to St Clare.” 

Commenting on the care 
that she received at the 
hospice in 2015, Marilyn 
said: “The way St Clare cares 
for people is an eye-opener. 
St Clare literally gave me 
back my life, my sense of 
self, and my independence.” 

lohn Taylor said: “I felt 
totally at ease the moment I 
came in to St Clare. I never 
had a second’s doubt about 
the hospice. 

“I think that’s true of 
everyone who came to see 
Marilyn. 

“Everyone at the hospice 


was so caring, and we all had 
such a positive view of St 
Clare. 

“I think the world of the 
hospice movement - the 
care and people are 
wonderful.” 

Marilyn Taylor’s series of 
eight botanical watercolours 
will be on display at the St 
Clare art exhibition which is 
taking place in the Gibberd 
Gallery, Civic Centre, The 
Water Gardens, Harlow from 
Friday March 16 to Friday 
March 23. 

The Gallery is open from 
Monday to Friday, 9am to 
4.45pm and on Saturday 
from 11am to 4pm. 

Printed reproductions of 
Marilyn’s paintings will be 


available to order throughout 
the exhibition, with all 
profits donated to St Clare 
Hospice. 

Entry to the exhibition is 
free.

A GROUP of three hospice 
charities are working 
together to launch a new 
community-led project 
aimed at tackling loneliness 
and isolation across West 
Essex and East/North Herts. 

St Clare Hospice in 
Hastingwood, Isabel Hospice 
covering Eastern 
Hertfordshire and Garden 
House Hospice Care 
in Letchworth, are each 
launching a volunteer 
community project 
called Compassionate 
Neighbours. 

Compassionate 
Neighbours is an award¬ 
winning, community-led 
project for people living 
with a life-limiting illness, 
or who are experiencing 
loneliness or social isolation. 

The project was founded 
by St Joseph’s Hospice in 
East London in 2011 and 
received national recognition 
when it won the Charity 
Times Community Award in 
2017. 

Outlining the 

Compassionate Neighbours 
Project, a joint statement 
from all three hospices said: 
“All three hospices know that 
a lot of people living with a 
life-limiting illness become 
socially isolated, and that 
there are people facing death 
and dying on their own in 
our communities. 

“We also know that there is 
a desire in our communities 
to be there for one another, 
and Compassionate 
Neighbours is about 
unlocking and enabling this 
to happen. Compassionate 
Neighbours is a network of 
trained volunteers who offer 
their time and support to 
people living in their local 
area. 

“They offer friendship and 
a listening ear, and help 
them to continue to do the 
things they enjoy. 

“We carefully match the 
Compassionate Neighbours 
with members of the 
community, so that they are 
suited to each other based 
on their interests and 
hobbies.” 

Compassionate 
Neighbours projects have 
now been established in a 
total of seven hospices, 
including St Clare Hospice, 
Isabel Hospice and Garden 
House Hospice Care. 

The three hospices serve a 
population of over 800,000

people across West Essex 
and Hertfordshire. 

The hospices are all part of 
the same NHS Sustainability 
and Transformation Plan 
(STP) which covers 
Hertfordshire and West 
Essex. 

The Chief Officer of the 
Hertfordshire and West 
Essex STP, Debbie Fielding, 
welcomed the launch of the 
Compassionate Neighbours 
project in this area: 

“We are delighted that 
three of our local hospices 
are coming together to 
establish this innovative 
community-led project in 
our region. 

“It is vital that we work 
together to tackle loneliness 
and social isolation in our 
communities, and find new 
ways to support people at 
the end of their lives. 

“We know that very often 
older people and those who 
feel isolated would benefit 
considerably from a simple 
of cup of tea and a chat. 

“The fact that 


Compassionate Neighbours 
pairs community members 
based on their shared likes 
and interests, means that the 
support will be even more 
meaningful and have a 
positive impact on people’s 
well-being.”

Historic pond is given a 
makeover by councillor 
and band of volunteers 



The pond at Fountain Farm Supported Housing Scheme received a makeover 


A HISTORICALLY significant 
pond located within the 
Fountain Farm-supported 
sousing scheme in Tye Green 
Village received a makeover 
thanks to Bush Fair 
councillor Mark Ingall and a 
group of Harlow Labour 
volunteers. 

The pond, which dates 
back to the Middle Ages, had 
become densely overgrown 
and a build-up of leaves and 
rubbish turned this 
potentially picturesque spot 
into a foul smelling eyesore 
for the elderly residents 
whose common room looks 
onto it. 

Cllr Ingall said: “I meet 


regularly with the residents 
of Fountains Farm and the 
state of the pond was an on¬ 
going concern. 

“Living locally, I’ve heard 
that there was once a 
slaughterhouse located next 
to the pond and blood and 
effluent from the slaughter 
used to drain into it. 

“The odour coming off it 
last summer wasn’t quite 
that bad, but it was pretty 
unpleasant, not to mention 
the fact that the pond itself 
was unsightly with little light 
getting through the 
overgrown banks. 

“Last weekend I was able 
to muster a crew of 


experienced local volunteers 
to come and help cut back 
the overgrowth, clear the 
litter and dredge some of the 
debris from the pond. 

“ In doing so, we were 
excited to see an early 
season frog which we gently 
returned to its hiding place. 

“We hope that this 
remedial work along with a 
further session in the 
summer, will restore this 
little piece of our natural 
heritage to its best and that 
the residents of Fountain 
Farm may once again enjoy 
the sight of dragonflies, wild 
ducks, coots and the 
occasional heron visiting it. 


“I would like to thank the 
volunteers who came along 
and HTS for collecting the 
litter and removing the 
environmental waste in due 
course.” 

Joyce Creedon, a resident 
of Fountain Farm said: “The 
pond is greatly improved 
thanks to the work done by 
Mark and the volunteers 
and we hope very much that 
in the summer we will be 
able to sit outside and enjoy 
it. 

“In the meantime, the view 
from our common room and 
from residents’ houses that 
look onto it, is greatly 
improved.”

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INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 3) 

3 medium eggs 
2tbsp caster 
(superfine) sugar 
4tbsp milk 
4tbsp butter 

3 thick slices of brioche, cut 
from a loaf 
5 bananas, peeled 
4tbsp dark brown sugar 
!4tsp ground cinnamon 
2tbsp banana ligueur 
2tbsp rum 
25g pecans 
300ml double (heavy) 
cream, whipped and chilled 
3 scoops vanilla ice cream 

METHOD: 

1. Put the eggs, caster 
(superfine) sugar and 
milk into a bowl and 
whisk together. 

2. Place a large frying 
pan over a low to 
medium heat and add 
two tablespoons of 
butter. Dip the brioche 
into the egg mixture, 
and once the butter has 
melted, place the 
brioche into the hot 
pan. Cook for one 
minute on each side 
until golden brown. 
Transfer the pieces to a 
warm plate. 


3. Wipe the pan clean, 
then return it to the 
heat and add the 
remaining butter. Once 
the butter has melted, 
add the bananas, 
keeping them whole. 
Cook until golden 
brown on one side, 
sprinkle with half the 
brown sugar, then flip 
the bananas over. 

4. Sprinkle the 
remaining sugar over 
the top, add the 
cinnamon then pour in 
the banana liqueur and 
rum. Flame to burn off 
the alcohol. Simmer for 
a couple of minutes 
until the butter and 
sugar turns into a 
sauce, then stir in the 
pecans. 

5. Spoon the bananas 
and the sauce all over 
the brioche, then top 
with the whipped 
cream and ice cream. 
Serve. 






THE TV CHEF TELLS ELLA WALKER AB 
EXPLORING US CUISINE, AND HIS GREAT 
FRIEND ANTONIO CARLUCCIO

I T might be two years since 
he quit Saturday Kitchen, 
but TV chef James Martin 
is still faintly defensive of 
his decision to leave the hit 
BBC show. 

"There was no channel to go 
to, I didn't jump ship or 
anything like that, contrary to 
what people said," he explains. 

"It was too much. It was just 
work, work, work, work, and I 
didn't mind it, but then I 
wasn't getting any younger. I 
could do it when I was 30, I'm 
bloody 45 now." 

A work-life balance had 
been somewhat elusive for the 
Yorkshireman, who didn't take 
a holiday from the Saturday 
Kitchen studio for a decade, 
spending his weekends 
wistfully "linking to Rick Stein 
going out and about" 

"I did really get pangs of 
jealously," he admits - but it's 
finally his turn to barbecue 
beside a creek. 

The book and accompanying 
ITV series sees Malton-born 
James eating and cooking his 
way across the US, travelling 
13-odd thousand miles in 


the late Antonio 
Carluccio, once cooked 
for him. 

"He showed me how to 
prep artichokes properly," 
he remembers. "So I cooked 
this artichoke dish not 
knowing what would happen, 
but I did it in the middle of a 
field on an artichoke 
plantation." 

The book is dedicated to 
Carluccio, who Martin says 
had a "massive" impact on 
him. "I remember being at 
award things, and probably 
the two most uncomfortable 
people in there were me and 
him," he recalls. "It was all 
going on at one about two 
years ago; he'd won an award 
and I’d won an award, but we 
weren't even in the building, 
we were outside just chatting. 

"Food was our great love.

US through its 
cuisine though, 
rather than purely 
its culture, gives you 
a whole new 
perspective on the 
place. "Food is a 
great leveller," says 
James. "Once you've 
adjusted to the 
portion sizes there's so much 
more to grub in the States than 
burgers and barbecue - even if 
it’s hard to completely 
detangle food from politics." 

Most poignant, though, 
ended up being a visit to an 
artichoke farm, where James 
made pasta with artichokes, 
cavolo nero and Parmesan, a 
dish his much-loved friend,

finish their fermentation in barrel 
and are aged in barrel too, 
sitting on its lees. Hence the 
creamy notes, together with 
aromas of fresh green apple 
and tropical fruits. 

Tesco finest* Tingleup 
Riesling (RRP £8.50,12% 
abv). I really love this 
Australian wine's crisp 
flavours and acidity which 
literally tingles; together 
with waves of lemon and 
lime, apple and grapefruit. 

I'm sharing this as a high 
five to women winemakers 


(many of them mums I guess) as 
International Women's Day is also 
this month. The wine was created 
by Janice McDonald. The riesling 
is blended with pinot gris and 
chenin blanc; the wine won silver 
in the 2018 International Wine 
Challenge awards. 

IF MUM LIKES A RED WINE: 

The Odd Lot (£9.99, Aldi, 14.5% 
abv). A mum might be happy to 
describe her family as “the odd 
lot" but she'll always look 
favourably on them with a glass 
of wine in her hand. This 
super-rich wine is a blend of 
petit syrah and petit verdot 
grapes and it hails from 
Monterey County in California. 
The label is all very jolly and 
cartoon-like but the wine is a 
bit more serious. It is hearty, 


with ladles of vanilla and dark red 
fruits. It could be too rich for 
some but this statement in a 
glass is worth a try. 

Jackson Estate Vintage Widow 
Pinot Noir 2014 (RRP £20.95 
Ocado, Majestic, 13.5% abv). This 
is a very special red; the grapes 
are blended 50-50 from the 
Somerset and Gum Emperor 
plots which sit a few yards from 
the Jackson winery in 
Marlborough, New Zealand. As 
single vineyard wines, they have 
contrasting styles, Somerset 
being floral and feminine, Gum 
Emperor earthy and 
masculine. 

Blended, the grapes create 
a nicely-balanced, complex 
wine with red and black fruits, 
white pepper spice and dried 
herbs. 


IF MUM LOVES CHAMPAGNE 
Bruno Paillard's ler Cuvee Rose 

(£47.15, thewhiskyexchange.com, 
12% abv). I won't baffle you too 
much with the science but it's a 
blend of 25 vintage wines going 
back to 1985 and it has aged three 
years on the lees. Elegant pinot 
noir is centre stage (with a dash 
of chardonnay) and the fine 
bubbles usher forth a nose of 
rosehip, subtle red fruits, and a 
tiny peep of lemon. The extra¬ 
dry flavours are long-lasting and 
exquisite.

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INGREDIENTS: (Serves 4) 

For the soup: 

2tbsp butter 

1/2 white onion, finely diced 

1 green pepper, finely diced 

2 celery sticks, finely diced 
Itbsp plain flour 

6tbsp white wine 

500ml hot chicken stock 

100ml double cream 

Sea salt and ground black pepper 

1 corn on the cob, kernels removed 

200g white crab meat 

5cm piece fresh root ginger, 

peeled and finely diced 

1 lime, juiced 

For the fritters: 200g plain flour, 
Itbsp baking powder, 2 medium 
eggs, 200ml milk, 1 corn on the 
cob, kernels removed, lOOg white 
crab meat, 2tbsp flat-leaf parsley, 
chopped, 4tbsp butter 
To garnish: Edible flowers and 
spring onion tops, thinly sliced 
Good-flavoured olive oil 

METHOD: 

1. Put the butter into a large 
saucepan and place over a 
medium heat. Once melted 
and is foaming, stir in the 
onion, pepper and celery. 
Lower the heat slightly and 
cook for a few minutes, 
stirring occasionally and not 


letting the vegetables colour, 
then stir in the flour. Cook for 
a few more minutes to cook 
out the flour. 

2. Pour the wine into the 
pan, bring to a bubble, then 
stir in the stock. Turn up the 
heat slightly so that the 
liquid comes to the boil, then 
add the cream. Season, then 
reduce the heat to a simmer 
and cook for five minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, in a large 
bowl, mix together the flour, 
baking powder and eggs. 
Slowly add the milk and keep 
stirring so that the mixture 
forms a thick batter. It should 
be dropping consistency. 

Add the corn kernels, crab 
meat and parsley, season 
with salt and pepper and fold 


everything together. 

4. Heat a large frying pan 
over a medium heat, add a 
tablespoon of butter and 
once melted and is foaming, 
place three large spoonfuls of 
the batter into the pan, 
well-spaced apart. Cook for 
one to two minutes until 
golden brown, then flip over 
and cook for a further one to 
two minutes. Lift onto a plate 
and repeat three more times 
until all the batter has been 
used up and you've made 12. 

5. Check the consistency (it 
should be fairly thick), then 
stir in the corn, crab, ginger, 
lime juice and taste. Sprinkle 
over the edible flowers and 
spring onion tops. Drizzle 
with olive oil. 



INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 4-6) 

4tbsp olive oil 
3 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 Meyer lemon or an 
unwaxed lemon, juiced 
8 small artichokes 
Itbsp sea salt 
500g fresh ziti pasta or 
dried penne pasta 
225g butter, chopped 
lOOg fresh peas 
lOOg cavolo nero, shredded 
Small handful of basil leaves 
Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
50g Parmesan cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Pour the olive oil into 
a large bowl and stir in 
the garlic and lemon 
juice. 

2. Prepare the arti¬ 
chokes by cutting the 
top off each one, about 
halfway through the 
middle, then trim the 
stalk at the base. Take off all 
the leaves and use a spoon to 
scrape out the choke (the 
furry bit). Discard the leaves 
and the hairy choke. Use a 
vegetable peeler to strip 
away the tough outer peel of 


each artichoke heart. Cut 
each into quarters length¬ 
ways and add to the olive oil 
mixture. Stir together. 

3. Bring a large pan of water 
to the boil, and stir in the salt 
and pasta. Stir the pasta 
through the water to loosen 


the pieces. Cook for two 
minutes, then drain into a 
bowl, reserving 120ml of the 
pasta water. If using dried 
pasta, cook following the 
timings on the pack. 

4. Pour the artichoke and 
olive oil mixture into the hot 
pan with the reserved water 
and the butter and place over 
a low heat. Heat gently until 
the butter has melted, then 
simmer for five minutes. 

5. Add the warm pasta to the 
pan with the peas and cavolo 
nero. Shred the basil leaves 
into the pan, season and 
grate over the Parmesan. Stir 
everything together then 
spoon into warm bowls and 
serve.

Stephen Graham roars like a panther 

WALK LIKE A PANTHER (12A) 

DESPERATE times call for desperate measures 
in the feelgood Yorkshire-set comedy Walk Like 
A Panther, directed by Dan Cadan. 

During the 1980s, Trevor “Bulldog” Johns 
(Dave Johns) and his fellow wrestlers pulled in a 
TV audience of millions with their daredevil, 
lycra-clad antics inside the ring. 

Unfortunately, times have changed and now 
Trevor has hung up his leotard to pull pints in 
the local pub, The Half Nelson, which is the 
epicentre of community life. 

When the pub is threatened with closure, 
Trevor co-ordinates a fundraising evening of 
tag-team wrestling to keep the bailiffs from the 
door. 

It has been almost three decades since he 
stepped inside the ring, but Trevor is 
determined to squeeze into his skin-tight 
costume one final time and put on a show, 
accompanied by his son Mark (Stephen 
Graham) and other faded stars of the wrestling 
world including Tony “Sweet Cheeks” Smith 
(Julian Sands), Danny “Screwball” Dixon (Adam 
Fogerty), Lara “Liplock” Anderson (Jill 
Halfpenny), Zulu Dawn (Robbie Gee), Derek 
“Corkscrew” Dixon (Rob Parker) and Glenn 
“Gladiator” Higgins (Stephen Marcus). 

It will take more than a piledriver and brute 
force to save the pub from closure, but Trevor is 
convinced that there is still an audience for the 
razzmatazz of old-school grappling.

n 1999, writer-director 
Lynne Ramsay made an 
auspicious feature film 
debut with Ratcatcher, an 
unsettling coming-of-age 
story set in 1970s Glasgow at 
the height of the dustmen’s 
strike. 

Her bravura tale of 
innocence tainted by tragedy 
won numerous awards and 
anointed Ramsay as a 
distinctive new voice in the 
homegrown firmament. 

While other filmmakers 
would have capitalised on this 
success by rushing headlong 
into a new project, Ramsay 
bided her time, seeking out 
challenging material that 
tapped into universal themes 
of grief and desperation. 

In 2002, she delivered a 
stylish and emotionally raw 
adaptation of Alan Warner’s 
novel Morvern Callar and 
almost a decade later, she 
documented the aftermath of a 
senseless high school massacre 
from the perspective of the 
teenage perpetrator’s guilt- 
stricken mother in We Need To 
Talk About Kevin. 


Thankfully, we have only had 
to wait six years for her fourth 
feature. 

Based on Jonathan Ames’ 
novella of the same title, You 
Were Never Really Here is a 
brutal and unflinching revenge 
thriller, which allows Ramsay 
to plumb the murky depths of 
the human condition on the 
mean streets of modern-day 
New York. 

She conjures a nightmarish 
vision of exploitation and 
degradation behind closed 
doors that has us biting our 
nails down to the cuticles. 

Traumatised war veteran Joe 
(Joaquin Phoenix) cares for his 


ailing mother (Judith Roberts) 
in his childhood home. 

By day, he wrestles with an 
addiction to painkillers and 
dulls memories of the people 
he couldn’t save during his 
time working for the FBI by 
asphyxiating himself with 
plastic bags in his bedroom. 

By night, Joe accepts hit man 
assignments from associate 
John McCleary (John Doman) 
to purge the city of corruption, 
evil and injustice. 

Joe accepts a meeting with 
Senator Albert Votto (Alex 
Manette), whose teenage 
daughter Nina (Ekaterina 
Samsonov) is missing. 


The politician has received a 
tip-off by text that his beautiful 
girl is a sex slave in a brothel 
located in the Kips Bay 
neighbourhood of Manhattan. 

Votto is reluctant to involve 
the police because he is in the 
throes of an election campaign 
and any negative publicity 
could hurt him at the ballot 
box. 

He offers Joe a large sum of 
money to rescue Nina and dole 
out suitable punishment to the 
brothel owners and clientele. 

“I want you to hurt them,” 
snarls Votto. 

“If she’s there I’ll get her,” 
promises Joe, who heads to the 
nearest hardware store to 
purchase a 16oz ball pein 
hammer and duct tape. 

You Were Never Really Here 
is a masterclass in tightly 
coiled suspense. 

Phoenix delivers a fearless 
and, at times, heartbreaking 
performance as a broken man, 
whose quest for redemption 
seems to be leading him down 
the road to hell. 

Ramsay captures her 
protagonist’s nightmarish and 
woozy odyssey in a clinical, 
unfussy manner that sends 
trickles of cold sweat down the 
spine.

“That’s the 
most bizarre name for 
a place in the world! 

“It’s different for you down 
there because you’ll be used 
it... but, Braintree! It’s bizarre!” 

Often described as the best 
kept secret in rock, Amplifier 
have been recording and 
touring the UK and overseas 
for 20 years but amazingly 
they’ve never played in Essex. 

That’s going to be put right 
this weekend though, and Sel is 
pretty excited about the band’s 
journey into the unknown. 

“We’re bringing a massive 
truck full of amps,” says Sel, 
“and we’re going to stop it 
outside Chinnerys, open the 
doors and dump them all on 
stage. 

“Seriously, we’re playing in 
Essex which we’ve never done 
before, so this is going to be 
one of the highlights of the 
tour.” 


With eight albums under 
their belts, the band have a 
loyal fan base, many of whom 
have been around since the 
early days. 

“I am still in contact with 
people I knew when the first 
album was coming out,” said 
Sel. “That’s some level of 
commitment because you’re 
giving them something that 
they find resonates with them. 

IMPACT 

“You’re reaching out to them 
and making an impact. It’s like 
being a teacher - people are 
receptive to what you are doing 
for them. They night not realise 
it at the time, but one day 
they’ll realise it!” 

Amplifier have had their fair 
share of labels throughout the 
years - progressive rock, space 
rock, alternative rock, the list 
goes on. 

So come on Sel, what’s it to 
be? 

“Classic rock,” he comes 
back, quick as a flash. “For me 


it has all the classic qualities 
that a rock band should have. 

“Every new band that I seem 
to discover on a daily basis 
have classic qualities even 
though the sheen may be 
different. 

“All the bands I’ve liked 
down the years Tool, 
Hawkwind, Queen, they’re all 
classic rock. They’ve got 
different qualities but they’re 
all the same in that they’ve got 
an unpigeonholeable style. I 
don’t even know if that’s a 
word, but you know what I 
mean.” 

Like those bands, Amplifier 
have constantly evolved and 
developed their sound. With 
success too - their latest 
album, 2017’s Trippin’ With Dr 
Faustus, was described in the 
press as a “career highlight” 
and listed in the top 50 albums 
of last year by Classic Rock, 
Visions and Prog magazines. 

“We have never repeated 
anything,” states Sel. “Although 
it’s not from want of trying! 


“Making a record is like 
being at an airport. Once you 
go through customs and 
passport control, you can’t go 
back. 

“Making music is a by¬ 
product of being alive and 
having a life.” 

Despite the band’s obvious 
enthusiasm for what they do, 
they’re not known as prolific 
tourers. 

“Everyone else is still doing 
it, you see,” explains Sel, “even 
the dead ones. There’s 
holograms on stage - we’re up 
against Jimi Hendrix!” 

If Amplifier play five as good 
as their singer and guitarist can 
talk, it’ll be a good night at 
Chinnerys on Sunday. 

The band will be playing a 
crowd-sourced setlist from 
their huge back catalogue 
which fans have voted for over 
the past six months on the 
amplifierband.com website.

You're about to unleash new 
show Grumpy Old Women Live: 

To The Rescue. What can 
audiences expect? 

WE'RE superheroes and have gone 
into retirement but might be called 
out for one last case. 

But we're living on a paradise 
island practicing extreme 
colouring-in, our ukelele orchestra 
and novelty fudge-making and 
nothing, NOTHING, anyone can do 
or say can tempt us back to work... 
or can they? I certainly can't ever 
afford to retire. I've no pension. 

What's the atmosphere like at a 
Grumpy Old Women show? 

WHEN we're on stage it reminds me 
of being back at a girls' primary 
school and there is an assembly 
going on and someone has farted 
and there is a slightly embarrassed 
atmosphere. That's the atmosphere 
we want to create. 

The tour includes Fascinating 
Aida's Dillie Keane and Lizzie 
Roper of Hollyoaks and Boy 
Meets Girl fame. Are you all 
looking forward to working 
together? 

LIZZIE is only just old enough to do 
it. We might have to wrinkle her up a 
bit, but I think after 60 dates she 
might look the part of a Grumpy Old 
Woman. 

Dillie works on her own project, 
Fascinating Aida, and appeared in 
the first Grumpy Old Women Live 
back in 2005 (there have been two 
other shows Chin Up Britain and 
Fifty Shades Of Beige since). I've 
always wanted to get her back. 

You want to work with people you 
get on with in the back of a car. 

There are rules to being in a car 


- no egg sandwiches allowed or 
leftover Indian curry from the night 
before. 

Any other rules for 
getting along? 

IT'S tricky when there's three 
because someone always feels left 
out. You have to watch that. 

We are not as hormonal as we 
used to be, but sometimes you just 
have to say, 'You're getting on my 
nerves so I'm going to go and be 
huffy in this corner for a bit' or 'I'm 
not going to be in same dressing 
room for a few days.' 

What does the writing 
process involve? 

JUDITH Holder (best-selling author 
of the first Grumpy Old Women 
book and producer of the BBC 
series) and I get on with the writing. 

It's a completely new script for this 
tour. Judith lives in Oxford and I live 
in London and we go back and forth 
on the computer with re-writes. 

She takes out a lot of my swearing 

- I'm very, very, very keen on 
swearing - and keeps tabs on how 
many fart jokes I have written.

You and your partner Geoff 
married last year after 35 
years together.

I RECENTLY finished the tour after 
two and a half years but, never say 
never. I'd like to bring the show back 
out again really and I have kept all 
the stuff I need. 

I had a glass of wine in the car at 
the end of the last show -1 wasn't 
driving. I have a lovely tour manager 
who lets me talk about myself and 
never complains. 

I played at the Royal Shakespeare 
Company, Australia, the Royal 
Festival Hall - some great places. 

Is there one thing you always 
take on tour with you? 

I TAKE a sketchbook and 
watercolours with me and there's 
some talk of Dillie and Lizzie 
bringing dogs. Both of them are dog 
mad. I might be sitting in the front of 
the car and they can sit in the back 
with the dogs. And I'll eat as much 
smelly food as I like.

WE DON’T 
GET HAPPY 



It's a hard thing to do, but making financial plans in 
case the worst happens is the sensible way to go 


S pring is always popular for 
tying the knot. But while 
the number of marriages - 
including same sex couples 
- stays around the 250,000 
a year mark, many 
twosomes decide to live 
together in unmarried bliss 
- technically co-habitation. 

It's your choice - many marry after 
"trying out" their relationships for a time. 
If it works, great. If not, walking away is 
less hassle than divorce. 

But there are other considerations. 
Besides any children, your home and 
your rights can depend on whether you 
are legally married or living together. 

If there's no property or a short-term 
tenancy, marriage or co-habitation is a 
choice. But when buying a home 
together or having a long-term tenancy, 
you need to know where you stand if the 
relationship ends in separation or death. 

The legal position is that marriage 
(and divorce) are recognised in law but 
living together - even if it's two siblings 
- is not. 

Most, but not all, advantages go to 
married folk. But there are some legal 
agreements giving unmarried couples 
similar rights to married couples. These 
generally require advice from a solicitor. 

When a marriage breaks down, you 
can - and it's never fun - sort out your 
property in divorce proceedings so the 
value of your home - whether or not with 




a mortgage - plus other assets can be 
divided. But if you are unmarried, you 
are likely to face financial difficulties on 
separation. 

The partner named on property 
paperwork can take everything despite 
any contributions from the other person. 

Married couples enjoy automatic 
rights if their partner dies. There's no 
inheritance tax on what's left to the 
surviving spouse. And when the second 
person dies, the family gets a double go 
at the £325,000 inheritance tax free 
allowance (more if there is a property). 

Without a legal agreement, unmarried 
couples have no rights - including 
anything from the deceased person's 
will. And if they are renting, they may not 
have an automatic right to remain in the 
home. 

But if you can afford two homes, being 
unmarried can help. Provided one is in 
one partner's name and the second in 
the other's, you won't have to pay the 
extra 3% stamp duty on second or buy- 
to-let homes. 

And each one can sell one property 
without worrying about capital gains tax 
- for married couples, it's just one home.

■ If you are married, also ensure you 
have a valid will - especially if it's a 
second marriage and there are 
step-children.

So do 
the environment a favour and break 
the habit of leaving everything on 
standby. The Solar Centre says the 
average household could save £30 a 
year doing this too. 




LIMIT YOUR LAUNDRY 

OK, no one's suggesting you let 
your hygiene slip, but unless a longer 
hot wash is absolutely necessary, use 
your washing machine's cool option 
on a short cycle when doing your 
laundry, and only put clothes through 
the wash if they absolutely need it. 
Things like woollens and jeans really 
don't need washing very often - try 
airing your clothes to freshen them up 
between washes. 


3 THINK CAREFULLY ABOUT 
WHAT YOU'RE BUYING 

Could you be more mindful with your 
purchases - perhaps buying new 
things less often, enabling you to 
spend a little more on sustainably- 
produced goods that are made to last? 

"Sustainability starts with not con¬ 
suming. Ask yourself if you really need 
what you think you need," says TV 
interior designer Naomi Cleaver, 



who's teamed up with Moda (modal- 
iving.com) on projects to help 
revolutionise city centre living in the 
UK. "Look on websites like Freecycle 
and eBay (plus charity shops) before 
you buy anything. There are lots of 
sharing websites and apps popping 
up enabling you to hire household 
equipment, such as occasionally-used 
tools, so you don't have to buy them." 

GET CRAFTY 

Getting in touch with your crafty, 
creative side could help you buy less 
too (and discover a stress-busting pas¬ 
time in the process). “Learn how to 
make things, like cushion covers and 
draft excluders - which will cut your 
heating bills too - out of no longer 
worn clothes," suggests Naomi. 

5 DON'T JUST CHUCK THINGS OUT 

It's always worth considering 
whether it's fixable first. "Learn how to 
repair things. Take courses in DIY if 
you need some skills, or to brush up 
existing ones. People too often throw 


items out when a simple fix is all that's cost may seem daunting, it'll work out 
needed," adds Naomi. more cost efficient.' 


6 GROW YOUR OWN HERBS 

Grow-your-own is a great way to 
reduce some of the packaging waste 
those grocery shops produce - and a 
few herbs is a great place to start. 

Why? Because all you'll need are a few 
pots and a suitable windowsill, and 
once you see how rewarding that feels, 
you never know, it might inspire a 
whole veg box or patch in the garden! 

7 UPGRADE TO MORE ENERGY- 
EFFICIENT APPLIANCES 

Are your energy bills sky-high? And 
your fridge-freezer/tumble-dryer/ 
boiler a little archaic? Then that'll 
probably be why. Modern appliance 
ranges include far more energy- 
efficient designs, so it's worthwhile 
considering a change. As solar light 
specialists, The Solar Centre (theso- 
larcentre.co.uk) notes: 'You could save 
as much as £240 a year by installing a 
more efficient boiler. While the initial

W ith all the current kerfuffle over 

the projected demise of the diesel 
car as environmental laws 
continue to tighten up on car 
emissions there are no doubt 
some smiling faces within the Toyota 
hierarchy that their decision to go down the 
petrol-hybrid route some 20 years ago is 
beginning to pay off. 

Back in 1997 Toyota introduced their first 
Prius with their first petrol-hybrid engine 
and ever since they have been trying to 
persuade drivers it’s the long term future of 
power for the family motor car. 

Toyota has continued to develop the 
hybrid concept and their current batch of 
such powered hatchbacks and estates are 
now proving a huge hit with motorists finally 
convinced that it’s the way forward over the 
previous conventional solely diesel or petrol 
engine power. 

Mention electric cars to some drivers and 
they fear it involves the unsociable aspect of 
getting their hands dirty with plug-in cables 
and having to convert their household 
electricity system to cope with special

electric sockets for recharging batteries. 

With Toyota’s more practical petrol- 
electric hybrid system there’s none of that 
inconvenience because on-board technology 
like regenerating braking helps keep the 
battery topped up - drivers simply have to 
fill up with petrol now and again when 
needed. 

Test driving the latest Auris Hybrid Excel 
Touring Sports 1.8 CVT proved the point 
because it combines a four cylinder, 16-valve 
98bhp petrol engine with a 80bhp electric 
motor to give a cleaner and equally efficient 
amount of power for what is essentially a 
small family estate car. 

The two big advantages have to be that its 
emissions logs in at only 92g/km and Toyota 
claims a combined fuel target of 70.6mpg, 
although this latter figure is a bit over 
optimistic judging by my test where a more 
realistic average was still an impressive 
58.9mpg. 

It’s easy to see why this 1.8-litre petrol- 
hybrid now accounts for the best part of 
three-quarters of all UK Auris sales - forget 
about the 1.2-litre petrol-hybrid which is too 
underpowered in my view. 

For company car driver the 1.8-litre petrol- 
hybrid is a cash winner because it’s 
extremely tax efficient for them with Benefit- 
in-Kind coming in at only 17% and road tax 
just £110 for the first year going up to £130 
for the next five years. 

The top end Auris Excel Hybrid Excel 
Touring Sports obviously isn’t cheap coming 
in at £27,155 on-the-road but you do get a 
great deal of motor car for the money and 
with those tax advantages is clearly aimed 
more at the company car driver rather than 
the individual, retail family buyer who can 
opt for a cheaper hatchback or estate. 


Having driven many Toyota petrol-hybrid 
powered cars since my first experience in 
that original Prius version the one most 
significant aspect as a driver is that they do 
change your driving style, perhaps initially 
without realising it, because you drive in a 
more fluid manner and less harsh way 
particularly when accelerating. 

Most of the time you will be content to 
drive in normal mode but there’s a choice 
though with EV mode for pure electric 
power that operates up to certain speeds 
from a standing start such as in heavy town 
traffic. 

Slot into Eco mode and again there’s less 
throttle response and less air conditioning 
effect but more economical to drive but 
move it into Power model and it does just 
that giving more power solely from the 1.8- 
litre petrol engine and consequently a more 
sporty performance like any equivalent car. 

Move the small gear level stick out of D for 
drive and into B and this gives you increased 
levels of power of regenerating the battery 
when lifting the foot off the accelerator 
power. 

Sitting in normal mode will fit the bill for 
most drivers and obviously with the hybrid 
working properly it’s an extremely quiet car 
but once some real power is needed via the 
accelerator pedal it comes in smoothly and 
quickly and not all that different from 
driving a normal conventionally powered 
car. 

The electric and petrol power systems 
appear to work well together - certainly 
more so than their earlier petrol-hybrid cars 
- and accelerating when the driver needs for 
overtaking and the like and again its quiet 
and seamless and does the job needed. 

Some observers have claimed the system 


even with the bigger 1.8-litre petrol engine 
under the bonnet lacks low end torque but 
again it’s all down to individual driving style 
and behaviour and in my experience it’s fine 
so long as the Power mode has been chosen. 

The improve Continuously Varied 
Transmission box, known as simply CVT in 
automatic gear changing, is also much 
improved since those early days in a Toyota 
hybrid with a far much smoother and 
quicker response and none of that slight 
delay in response of previous models. 

Inside the Touring Sports Excel obviously 
has more standard kit on board, such as 
Toyota’s Safety Sense package that includes 
lane departure warning, pre-collision 
system, automatic high beam and road sign 
assist, plenty of airbags, anti-lock brakes, 
traction control and much more. 

The seats front and back are well 
cushioned with good lumbar support for 
long journeys, the seven-inch touch screen 
with sat nav and the like is simple and easy 
to use and those rear and front parking 
sensors and a rear view cameras as always so 
useful while DAB radio, Bluetooth and other 
modern high tech communications are all 
included in the Excel specification. 

Being an estate car there’s plenty of 
luggage space at the back, particularly when 
the rear seats are folded down, and both 
head and leg room in those back seats is 
decent enough and will fit three adults with 
ease. 

The Touring (or estates as some of us still 
call them) naturally won’t be to everyone’s 
cup of tea and who may well prefer the 
equally efficient hatchback hybrid version, 
but for those wanting a pleasant, 
comfortable and environmentally friendly 
small family estate with a touch of class 
about it this one should fit the bill.

From Risden Wood to Cheltenham Town for shot stopper

WHEN Harlow teenager Tom 
Middlehurst was released by 
National League side Leyton Ori¬ 
ent after ending a two year schol¬ 
arship many would have given up 
on their dream of becoming a 
professional footballer. 

But keeper Middlehurst, a West 
Ham academy player for seven 
years before moving across east 
London to Orient, wasn’t about to 
let nine years of hard work go to 
waste and with the help of his 
father, Dan, set about finding a 
new club. 

“After the initial disappoint¬ 
ment of Tom being released at 
Orient where he had been happy, I 
set about sending out as many 
CVs of Tom to pro clubs up and 
down the country,” explained 
Dan. “I sent 38 out in total to clubs 
ranging from Premier League 
down to Conference sides. 

“Dan had a very good response 
from a number of clubs and also 
when Tom went to the English 
Football League exit trials during 
half term. 

“These are for U16 players that 
have been released by clubs and 
involve three games of 30 minutes 
each - so basically you have 90 
minutes to save your career. 

“After doing 1670 miles driving 
to Cheltenham, Surrey, Loughbor¬ 
ough, Lincoln and Reading and 
receiving multiple offers from 
QPR, Aston Villa, Lincoln City, 
Reading, Port Vale, Exeter City 
and Bournemouth, we received 


an offer of a tailored three-year 
package for Tom from the League 
Two side Cheltenham Town. 

“Tom has already trained with 
the first team at Cheltenham and 
can’t wait to get his scholarship 
fully underway when he relocates 
to the Gloucestershire town after 
he finishes his GCSE’s in June.” 

Middlehurst, who is a Year 11 
student at The Stewards 
Academy, said: “It’s really been a 
journey when I look back at where 
I started playing my football loc¬ 
ally for Risden Wood. 

“One thing is for sure I’ve 
learnt is to never give up on your 
dream, work hard and keep 
going.
